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USE OF RESERVED BOOKS IN THE UNIVERSITY 


OF IDAHO LIBRARY 


For some time practices relating to the reserve book system and the use of 
reserved books have been suspect and have been given increasing attention by the 
library administration. Recently a survey was undertaken to establish the facts 
on the assumption that these facts, when known to faculty and library staff, would 
point the way to corrective measures. In the light of the findings published 
below, the Library urges upon the faculty a careful study of the data and their 
implications. 


These data were obtained directly from the cards used in the circulation of 
reserve books and from the record sheet submitted by the faculty member when the 
book or books were placed on reserve. Breakdown by class and by sex of student 
was made through a painstaking check of signatures on the circulation card 
against the student directory. 


Three semesters only were used in this survey which, in the opinion of the 
Librarian, was considered a reliable sampling and from which reliable conclusions 
could be drawn, 


RESERVE BOOK USE 
From the information included in Table 1 below, it is interesting to note 


that average use of titles has increased each semester, although total titles on 
reserve has not increased, and number of titles not used has decreased.

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RESERVE USE BY CLASSES 


On the basis of the figures in Table 2, one might assume that the male stu- 
dents make greater use of the reserve books; but on the basis of enrollment of 
male and female students enrolled in the University, the per student use would 
tend to favor the female. It is interesting to note that the progression from 
lower to upper classes results in decreasing use of reserved books.

RESERVE BOOK USE BY TITLE 


The statistics in Table 3 below show that during the first semester, 1951/52 
the most used title was assigned by the Entomology Department. While there were 
multiple volumes of this title, it shows a use far exceeding that of any other 
title for that semester. Yet of the four titles put on reserve, three were not 
used at all. To put it another way, 75% of the Entomology’s reserved books mere- 
ly oceupied shelf space and served no purpose, 


In the same semester, of 630 titles on reserve, only 16 were used more than 
20 times, and onay two were used less than five times. 


The following semester shows a great increase in number of titles used less 
than five times, and a slight increase in number of titles used more than 20 
times; yet there were fewer reserved books and a greater number not used at all. 
The most intensively used title, however, fell 78 below that of the previous 
semester. 


The third semester shows similar trends--a greater number of titles used 


less than five times, and yet a greater number used more than 20 times. Here 
the similarity stops. For this semester, there was an increase in number of 
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titles reserved over the 2nd semester, and fewer titles not used at all. 
sive use, however, dropped by six.

Taking the 2nd semester, 1951/52 as an example it is interesting to note 
that nearly 65% of the titles placed on reserve were not used at all, or used 


less than five times.

titles not used, but 161 were used less than five times; or 246 titles of 508 


reserved got little or no use.

Whereas approximately 27% of total titles reserved, or 169, were used 


less than five times or not at all, only 16 of the remaining 461 titles were used

RESERVED BOOKS BY SUBJECT FIELD 


Table 4 below indicates the total number of titles placed on the reserved 
book shelves by faculty in the various subject fields. Subject fields placing 
less than four books on reserve are not included. There has been some consoli- 
dation in related fields, such as, History and Political Science, Sociology and 
Social Science, and Physical Education. No effort was made to draw conclusions 
from these figures for they seem self-explanatory. To the faculty member in- 
terested, the effectiveness of his reserved program can be ascertained from com- 
paring number of titles reserved and number of titles not used.

Most books placed on reserve are intended to supplement the text book and are 
expected to be read by the whole class. The statistics prove otherwise and indi- 
cate that too many books are being placed on reserve which are not being used by 
students and which, if freed for general circulation, would permit them to circu- 
late more widely within other departmental areas. In the future a closer distinc- 
tion should be drawn between reserve books which are required reading and books 
which are regarded as ancillary reading and which need not be placed on reserve 
shelves. 


Withdrawal of books frem the general collection for use on reserved book 
shelves is a time consuming and expensive operation. Where the faculty insists 
upon maintaining a large unused collection of reserve books, a needless burden ie 
placed upon a library staff already heavily taxed. At best the reserve book set- 
up is inconyenient to student users and to library personnel, 


In order to improve the situation, it is recommended that in the future meme 
bere of the faculty consider these proposals: 


1. Place on the reserve book shelves only a limited number of books which 
are intended as required reading. 


2. Prepare for distribution to students a bibliography of recommended titles 
for supplementary reading; these titles to remain in the general collec- 
tion and to be charged out in the regular manner. 


Examine at the end of each semester lists of the titles placed on reserve 
and the circulation cards to determine which of the books were uged fre- 
quently and which infrequently or not at all. - Lee Zimmerman and

REFERENCE SERVICE--PURE, BUT NOT SIMPLE 


Where do I find the record of live births in Idaho for 1935 compared to 
1952? Where may I find a map of Israel? May I have all the information on the 
influence of the Mormons on southeastern Idaho? What is the Hoch-Smith Resolu- 
tion? Is the name of the premier of Red China pronounced Joe-en-lay or Zoo-en- 
lay? Is a double-barrelled shotgun a dichotomy? 


Strange questions? Certainly not. These are typical questions asked at the 
Reference Desk in the library. Sometimes the library resources are thoroughly 
combed to provide the answer, Questions asked, generally result from, or are a 
part of, class assignments, although curiosity frequently may motivate the query. 
Informational, or directional questions and questions answered from documentary 
sources constitute the greater percentage of the reference work, 


The Reference Department serves as an information bureau, although reference 
service consists more generally of guidance. Students, faculty, and non-univer- 
sitv patrons are guided to the materials of the reference collection, and where 
necessary, are directed in the proper use of each reference tool. The library 
maintains an up-to-date reference collection and implements its service with 
qualified personnel who are the interpreters between the patrons and the books. 


Reference books answer questions. All books answer questions, but all books 
are not termed reference books. The American Library Association in the Glossary 
of Terms defines a reference book as, “A book designed by its arrangement to be 
consulted for definite items of information rather than to be read consecutively." 
The term "reference book" is at best, a loose one. In the University library, the 
reference collection refers to encyclopedias, dictionaries, manuals, handbooks, 
yearbooks, atlases, bibliographies, indexes and nearly any other general treatment 
of a subject. Or, stated another way, the reference collection gives an over—view 
of a whole field, yet can answer a specific question. It supplies general infor- 
mation and the bibliographical aids, supplementary to the over-—view, lead to 
sources of a more specific and minute nature. 


The greater percentage of the reference collection, arranged on shelves along 
the wall, is open to individual use. The information seeker has free access to 
these books. Where help is needed, the staff member and the catalog are available» 
And it is in the role of “helper that the reference librarian gives his greatest 
service to the user. The primary concern of the reference staff, after the intro- 
duction to the collection has been made, is to interpret the collection and guide 
the user to its proper and efficient use. The reference staff is always available 
for those who may need assistance. 


As with most university library service, the reference librarian directs the 
student patron to sources in reference works where the desired information may be 
found. If, after pointing out specific sources, further help is required, indi- 
vidual assistance is undertaken. The philosophy of the reference staff is that 
five minutes of individual guidance on fundamentals saves hours of student time 
on incidentals, A properly oriented student, satisfied with sympathetic and 
courteous service is a friend who tells a friend, or brings in a friend, and thus 
the library influence spreads. 


The library reference collection contains many encyclopedic sets, including 
Americana, Britannica, Chambers, Italiana, Sweitzer Lexicon, Espasa, LaGrande 
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Encyclopedie, and others with the yearbook supplements for those encyclopedias 
which publish them. Language dictionaries in a great many foreign languages are 
available. Velazquez (Spanish-English), Muret-Sanders (German-English), Heaths 
(French-English), to name a few. All of the special fields of the University 
are represented by encyclopedic volumes, dictionaires, handbooks, manuals, or 
yearbooks, as well as supplementary volumes of a general nature. Indexes and 
bibliographies, indispensable to reference work, are to be found on the reference 
shelves. Biographical dictionaires of both American, English, and foreign lan- 
guage countries are conveniently located for the patron. A large case contains 
the atlas collection which includes the latest American published atlases, and 
some older foreign publications, including volume 1 of the Russian atlas. 


The University library prides itself on having a fundamental and essential 
working reference collection and a reference librarian thoroughly acquainted with 
its contents. - Rodney Waldron 
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IMBALANCE IN RESEARCH 


Many educators today are seriously concerned about the relative emphasis in 
American colleges and universities of research in the physical sciences and en- 
gineering on the one hand, and in the social sciences and the humanities on the 
other. Our concern with this problem does not mean that we question the value 
of research itself. Research in all disciplines is worthwhile and should re- 
ceive broad and substantial support. The real issue is that in our judgment the 
humanties and the social sciences are not receiving an adequate proportion of 
this support. 


According to the report of the Commission on Financing Higher Education, 
there was a ten-fold increase in the money spent on research in colleges and 
universities between 1940 and 1950. Consequently, any imbalance that might 
have been present in the *20,000,000 expenditure of the former year has been 
greatly magnified in the current expenditure of approximately $250,000,000 a 
year. Furthermore, the circumstances of our time have placed special emphasis 
on the physical sciences and their applications. We live in a period of the 
atomic bomb and other applications of physical science to the problems of «-. 
national defense. 


There is strong evidence that more than one-half of all research now being 
earried on in the colleges and universities is financed by government grants or 
contracts. Virtually all of this research is in the physical sciences; the sum 
devoted to research in the social sciences is relatively negligible. The state- 
ment of this fact should not be considered a criticism of the agencies of the 
federal government. It does suggest the necessity, however, of discovering ways 
and means to secure greater support for research in the social sciences and the 
humanities in order that they may maintain their proper relationship to other 
disciplines in the pattern of higher education. Without attempting to divert 
government funds to the social sciences and the humanities, we must find ways 
of keeping their productivity on as high a level as that of the physical sciences 
and engineering. This is a matter of national significance which merits the 
serious and careful attention of educators and of those who direct the research 
policies of the federal government. -- Dr. Arthur Stanton Adams, reported in 
Higher Education and National Affairs. 











LIBRARY COOPERATION AND COORDINATION 


The great national UNION LIST OF SERIALS of 1928, originated during the 
first World War. Forty libraries, chiefly college and university, contributed 
*12,000 a vear for a three-year period for its support. Here was understanding 
and vision by administrators and cooperation that paid off handsomely in results. 
Research, at the modern pace, simply could not take place without this or a simi- 
lar periodical location device, 


Possibly of ultimate greater importance than the UNION LIST OF SERIALS was 
the beginning, in the middle twenties, of a national Union Catalog of books, 
located at the Library of Congress and having as its nucleus the printed cards 
for the holdings of that library. Through a grant, for a stipulated number of 
vears, of *50,000 annually from John D. Rockefeller Jr., for the purpose of in- 
creasins the bibliographical apparatus for the Library of Congress in the aid of 
research, this catalog was developed extensively. Libraries throughout the whole 
country have cooperated and are cooperating in its development and research every- 
where is profiting by its existence. The rate of its growth is indicated by the 
fact that in 1931 it located 6,000,000 titles in American libraries. By 1943 the 
locations and entries had reached almost 12,000,000. 


Correlating with and partially stemming from the development of union cata- 
lors has been the founding of three regional Bibliographic Centers in the nation, 
all financed in initial organization by the Carnegie Corporation but all requir- 
ine a high degree of cooperation from the libraries of their regions. The first 
of these Centers was founded at Denver in 1935 under the auspices of the Denver 
Public Library. The second at Philadelphia, now under the sponsorship of the 


University of Pennsylvania Library, was set up in 1938. The third, founded by 
the Pacific Northwest Library Association and located in the University of Wash- 
ington Library Building, was organized at Seattle in 1942. These Centers have 
been successful in promoting and facilitating research and scholarship in their 
respective areas. Most obvious has been their work as clearing houses for inter- 
library loans, but more important is the opportunity they have for promoting the 
cooperative coordination and development of the library resources of their re- 
spective regions. 


In addition to some progress toward cooperation through these Centers, re- 
cent years have brought other important progress in concrete library cooperation. 
To the older and more familiar examples of division of fields of responsibility 
among Chicago libraries, can now be added the cooperative arrangement between the 
libraries of Duke University and North Carolina University; the centralized ad- 
ministration and coordination of all the libraries of the higher educational 
svstem of Oregon;and the setting up of a single library system for three inde- 
pendent educational institutions in Nashville; Vanderbilt University, George 
Peabody College for Teachers and Scarritt Col“ege. 


We need tc realize fully that cooperation and coordination become increasing- 
ly mandatory as time marches on and a complex, streamlined world evolves about us. 
It is already evident that if we are to ‘win the battle against the floods of mate- 
rials which are going to drown us all out of all our library buildings," we shall 
need to stand against the flood together, in orderly array. We need to accept 
seriously the statement of one university librarian, made in 1930, that “the ulti- 
mate goal of library cooperation should be nothing less than the nationalization 
of the book resources of America,’ 














Progress in arraying and girding ourselves for the “battle: can best be made 
from a single library to the city or immediate area, from the local area to the 
state, from the state to the region, from the region to the nation and from the 
nation to international groupings and arfangements. Each college campus, large 
or small, on which books are coordinated, organized and as simply arranged for 
use as may be, under an efficient single administration, is a partial victory in 
the never ending struggle to assimilate the records of mankind. 


As long ago as 1934, Lotus D. Coffman, one of the greatest of American uni- 
versity presidents, in his book THE STATE UNIVERSITY, said this: ‘It would be 
the part of wisdom, so it seems to me, for those institutions located in a given 
region to join in outlining their programs, defining their functions and allo- 
catinz their responsibilities. To be specific, the state universities of Illinois, 
Iowa, Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota might agree that Minnesota should 
become the great library center for Scandinavian cultures and that all these other 
institutions should assist the University of Minnesota in becoming such a center. 
They might agree that the University of Michigan should become a great center for 
the Romance languages and that all other institutions should assist Michigan in 
becoming such a center. If this plan were followed and extended each of these 
universities might become the leading library center for some one of the great 
fields of learning . .. ~. It would be ec nceivable that the states would provide 
scholarships which wuld enable them to send men from Minnesota to Wisconsin or 
Tllinois or Iowa for certain training. Such a plan would insure a better and 
higher grade of scholastic work; it would promote and encourage research; it 
would insure greater permanency on the part of the staff; and it would enable 
the institutions to pay the abler men more than they now receive, for with a 
limitation of functions some money would be released which could be used to im- 


prove the quality of staff." 


Chief amonc the writings pointing the way to elimination cf duplication and 
compe*ition is uhe important document COOPERATION AND COORDINATION IN HIGHER EDU_ 
CA":ON issued by the American Council on Education in 1938. This careful study 
is one of the most discerning and forward-looking educational publications of re- 
ce..t times. It points out that educational institutions are now distributed 
throughout our country without rhyme or reason, that they overlap, duplicate, 
compete on an entirely independent basis. It finds the chief obstacles to co- 
ordination in "narrow institutionalism,’ ignorance, special interest groups, de- 
nominationaligm, race antagonisms, politics, personal ambitions, administrative 
procedures and legal difficulties. In view of these formidable findings, it is 
not surprising that it eoncludes that incoordination is a grave problem, demand- 
ing the serious consideration of the educational and social statesmanship of the 
entire country. 





Administrative awareness of the possibilities of library cooperation is un- 
doubtedly becoming increasingly common. One heartening instance of such recogni- 
tion is f-und in the annual report of the President of Wesleyan University for 
190-41, when he discusses the possibility of library cooperation among six col- 
leges in the Connecticut Valley. Another instance is the survey, recently con- 
cluded, of the possibility of library cooperation among a group of libraries in 
North Texas, undertaken at the request of the presidents of Southern Methodist 
University of Dallas, Texas Christian University of Fort Worth and two State 
Colleges in Der:ton. Condensed from College and University Libraries and Li-- 
brarianship.

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BOOK LOANS TO FACULTY 





For the purpose of clarification and to assist faculty members who desire to 
borrow books on either an indefinite or restricted loan basis, the definitions 
and procedures set down below may prove helpful, especially for those who have 
newly arrived on the campus. 


A. Indefinite Loan Basis. By the term indefinite loan is meant a loan without 
date of termination, of: 





1. Specialized materials to schools, colleges or departments for direct use 
close at hand in connection with classroom or laboratory work. They are 
highly specialized and, presumably, are not likely to be wanted by anyone 
not working in the same areas. Requests for such loans should be made, 
in the case of books, through the Loan Librarian and, in the case of 
periodicals, through the Serials Librarian. These materials, usually 
small collections, are loaned indefinitely to departments, such as Chem 
istry, for direct laboratory reference use and, unlike the books loaned 
on a restricted or six months basis, are not subject to recall for shelv- 
ine in the library. They may be recalled, however, by the librarian if 
other departments should subsequently require them in their work. Small 
collections of books loaned to schools, colleges or departments are, 
however, subject to an annual inventory by the librarian, who will have 
a member of the staff inspeet these book depositories at least once a 
year to check for missing items and to return to the library temporarily 
those which may require repair. 


Books or related materials to school, colleges, departments or individual 
faculty members which have been purchased by a department from its own 
funds, then cataloged by the library and routed to the college, school 
or department which purchased them. These books are not subject to re- 
call by the library except under special circumstances. 


B. Restricted Loan Basis. By the term restricted loan is meant the charging of: 





1. Books or other printed matter to individual members of the faculty for a 
period not to exceed six months, after which they are to be returned to 
the library in accordance with the policy formulated by the Library Com- 
mittee and approved by the Academic Council. 


OPEN STACK USE 





The increased use of the open stacks has given rise to a number of adminis- 
trative problems. Because of the restricted number of pages the library is able 
to maintain, excessive demands by faculty and students on the messenger service 
is curtailing other services. It is requested and urged that faculty members, 
when possible, locate their own books in the stacks, and rely upon the messenger 
service only in emergency or when problems of location arise. The steadily rising 
Circulation of library materials, and now the servicing of reserve books at the 
Loan Desk, makes it imperative that pages be available at the service desk for 
Clerical duties rather than page service. 
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RESERVE BOOKS 





The reserved books until this last semester were serviced from the Periodi- 
cals service desk on the second floor. As an experiment the Reserve Collection 
last semester was moved to and administered from the Loan Desk. This has proven 
so satisfactory that it will be left there, and in the future, all reserve 
material will be under the administration of Miss Mary Brasch, Loan Librarian. 


MICROFILM SERVICE 





The microfilm reader and microfilm previously available at the Reference 
Desk has been moved to the Periodicals Department. This move has been prompted 
to make the servicing of our microfilmed material easily accessible to the in- 
dexes, e.g., New York Times Index, etc., which are shelved in the Periodicals 
reading room.

INDEX TO ARGONAUT 


There has been a long-felt need for making the contents of the Argonaut 
available for use. This need has been urgent particularly when students or ad- 
ministrative personnel have been doing research on important aspects of the 
University's history. During the 1952/53 school year, student help was used to 
index a large part of the Argonaut and it is hoped that the job will be finished 
by the end of the school year 1953/54. Working from both ends of the publication 
toward the middle, the index was completed from 1889 to 1938, and 1949/50 - 
1951/52. Unfortunately, of the first seven volumes, only volume 1 is complete; 
the other six being fragmentary and incomplete. 


The index card is kept at the Reference Desk and is available for use by the 
faculty and students. All pictures and stories pertaining to the history and 
development of the University have been indexed. All club, society, fraternity 
and sorority foundings and dissolutions have been included, although their meet~ 
ings were omitted.

Wear and tear always take their toll of equipment. Furniture in the Brows- 
ing Alcove, main floor reading room has been subjected to excessive wear. The 
popularity of this reading alcove with the students necessitated reupholstering 
and refinishing the easy-chairs. The upholstery class, Home Economics, under the 
supervision of Miss Marion Featherstone recovered the cushions in an attractive 
red fabric. 


Because of doodling students, refinishing the tops of the reading room tables 
was necessary. Over an eight month period, 27 tables were refinished at a cost 
of #540.00. 





NEWPAPER ROOM 





The library has recently embarked upon an organized program for the collec- 
tion and preservation of most of Idaho newspapers. While there has been a gener- 
al policy to keep files of the larger dailies throughout the state, the recent 
plan has been to acquire also the small weeklies and semi-weeklies, 


To provide facilities for storage of these Idaho newspapers, the library has 
renovated a large storage room in the basement and provided shelving for the 
collection. All newspaper holdings were collected and wrapped prior to shelving. 


Because of inadequate care and storage facilities, the library found many issues 
mitilated, mouse-eaten and otherwise impaired. The new Newspaper Room has been 
p-epared to forestall further deterioration of these papers and to make them 
accessible for researchers and students, Information concerning the location
